F oreign Oil 
Rights Given 
Mexico O. K.

MEXICO CITY, \March 27.—‘“ The 
petroleum regulations issued today by 
the Mexican government give evidence 
of its determination to recognize the 
rights held by foreigners in oll prop- 
erties prior to adoption of the con- 
stitution of 1917,” Ambassador Dwight 
W. Morrow said today. 

Mr. Morrow summed up the legisla- 
tion and changes of front of the gov- 
ernment on the oil question in an ef- 
fort to disentangle the oil mix-up. He 
expressed optimism over the new oil 
regulations, maintaining that they rec- 
ognize the right of the position taken 
by the oil men that a concession or 
grant of lands for a certain period of 
years is not the equivalent to the 
right to lands in fee simple. — 

Affects 1917 Rights. 

Mr. Morrow said that Minister Mo- 
rones, in a letter to an oil company 
declared, “a confirmatory concession 


| granted to land owners proving titles 


and issues previous to 1917 could op- 
erate ‘as a recognition of rights, 
which will continue in force subject 
only to police regulations.’ ”’ 

“ These new regulations,” said Mr. 
Morrow, “make clear’ what Minister 
Morones already made clear, that 
those who take confirmatory conces- 


sions under the amended law get aj|—— 


confirmation of their old rights rather 
than a new grant of rights.” 
Rights Nationalized. 

The new oil regulations maintain the 
}government’s position that all subsoil 
rights have become nationalized, and 
the holders of oil land titles issued pre- 
vious to 1917 must petition for con- 
firmation of these titles to the petrole- 
um agency, or department of industry, 
commerce and labor, within one year 
from January, 1928, thus extending the 
time within which the petition may 
be made. 

The petroleum men have won a 
victory in getting rid of prospective 
oppressive government supervision 
and troublesome regulations. but they 
are uncertain of what lies behind the 
phrase: ‘“‘in confirmatory concessions 
there shall be established only police 
and security conditions in petroleum 
works.”

Bomb throwing and hoodlumism 
turned Chicago's political fight into a 
national spectacle yesterday following 
the bombing Monday night of the 
homes of Senator Charles 8S. Deneen 
and Judge John A. Swanson, the De- 
neen candidate for state's attorney. 

A reward of $65,000, with complete 
immunity from arrest and prosecution, 
was posted last nignt by twelve Crowe 
Thcempson-Galpin leaders for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the persons responsible for the 
outrages. 

_ Cabinet Discusses Blasts. 

In Washington the Chicago situation 
was discussed by cabinet members and 
on the floor of the United States sen- 
ate the question of intervention by the 
federal government was debated. With 
sixty-two bombings since last Oct. 11 
the situation in Chicago was spoken of 
as the most appalling of black spots 
on the continent. 

Senator Deneen, who was on the 
train when his houve was bombed and 
got his first information in a telegram 
from THe TRIBUNE in his Pullman 
berth, wired he will return from Wash- 
ington today or tomorrow to remain 
for the rest of te primary fight. 

Politics and Booze Blamed. 

The bombings were ascribed to the 
booze racket adjunct of politics in the 
latest theory, advanced by the police 
last night. This traveled in two di- 
rections. One conjecture was that 
gangland threw the bombs to retaliate 
for recent activites of the enforcement 
officers in padlocking cabarets and 
hangouts, which the gangsters have 
attributed to the Deneen influence at 
Washington. 

The second conjecture by the police 
linked up the bombings with the kill- 


‘ling last week of “ Diamond Joe” Es- 


posito, west side Deneen leader. One 
theory of the motive behind the mur- 
der of Esposito has been that he had 
gathered campaign contributions on 
the strength of “ protection.” A new 
crowd of dry agents swarmed into 
Chicago and joints were closed which 
fancied they were safe. This brought 
the gang down on Esposito, according 
to this theory, and Esposito, instead of 
refunding, said the contributions had 
gone into the campaign funds. So he 
was marked for death, and the bomb- 
ings were a further mark of dis 
pleasure on gangland's part.

Washington, D. C., March 27.—{Spe- 
cial.]—-Opposition to the $360,000,000 
naval appropriation bill failed to devel- 
op in the house this afternoon and the 
measure was approved without a dis- 
senting vote, and now goes to the 
senate. 

A total of $48,000,000 is provided for 
continuing construction of eight 10,000 
ton cruisers and two fleet submarines, 
$6,575,000 is carried for modernization 
work and gun elevation work on two 
battleships, and an additional $31,315,- 
000 goes for naval aviation. 

An item of two million dollars for

BOMBS FOR DENEEN 
AND SWANSON. 


Bombers added the homes of United States Sen- 
ator Charles S. Deneen and of Judge John A 
Swanson to the record of political pineappling 
Monday night. Mr. Deneen had been in Chicag> 
for some political business and for the. funeral 
of Joe Esposito, his supporter, who was assas- 
sinated last week. He was on a Washington train 
when the bombers blew part of his house in. 
Miss Florence Deneen, the senator's sister, was 
in the house. 

Judge Swanson had just returned from evening 
campaigning when the bomb exploded at his 
home. It may have been timed to get him. If 
that was the purpose, it failed by a few seconds. 
Swanson is the Deneen candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for state’s attorney against 
State’s Attorney Crowe. 

Senator Deneen is the highest official mark 
aimed at thus far by the bomb throwers an¢é 
agsassins. Charles Fitzmorris and Dr. Reid o°? 
the Thompson family have had the experience 
with front door explosions. The killing of Esposito 
was given an international news value because 
he could be identified as a close friend and sup 
porter of a United States senator. The news of 
the blowing up of the senator’s house less than 2 
week after the murder is good for space in Europ 
and Asia, still more definitely establishing the 
reputation of Chicago. 

Mayor Thompson said that within sixty days 


- gfter his return to office he would have the crooks 


chased out of Chicago. Instead of that there has 
Jooen one criminal outrage after another, with 
motives which could be detected or easily sur- 
mised. Mr. Thompson says he has run George V.

SOLVED. 


It was back in July, 1926, that the shipping 
beard wrecked a fine old nautical tradition and 
shattered the awful dignity of sleeves steeped in 
efit up to the elbow and of gold encrusted caps 
with “Captain” on them by ruling that marriages 
performed on American merchant vessels were 
performed without legal authority.

MYSTERY STORY. 


Last Friday, March 23, was the tenth anniver- 
sary of a unique event in the history of the world. 
war. It was March 23, 1918, at the height of the 
first great German offensive of that spring and 
early summer when Big Bertha, from its secret 
emplacement near Laon, began to,bombard Paris 
with its 240 millimeter shells. 

For more than two weeks the shelling kept 
up. More than 250 persons were killed and the 
Parisian morale was seriously shaken. Big Bertha 
accomplished what it was intended she should 
accomplish. Like the German “schrecklichkeit,” 
the bombardment of Paris and the killing of civ- 
flians was a Military error only because Ger- 
many lost. 

That was ten years ago, ten years in which 
much that was unknown about the war has been 
brought to light. But Big Bertha’s secret has 
never been disclosed. Big Bertha was dismantled 
long before the armistice, and the formula for 
her manufacture hidden or destroyed. Several 
people in Germany must know how Big Bertha 
was constructed; perhaps the ordnance depart- 
ments of other nations have found out more than 
they are telling and are saving what they know 
for another war. But as far as the public is 
concerned, as far, even, as high military men and 
government Officials are concerned, the secret of 
Big Bertha is still unexplained. 

When Big Bertha first began firing on Paris 
even the artillery experts refused to believe that 
the projectiles could come from a gun. They 
declared no gun could fire more than thirty miles 
at the most, and the Germans were more than 
sixty miles away. A few days later, when it was 
conclusively proved that it was a gun of long 
range, the same experts could only turn about 
and prove that it was possible, after all. But 
just how? That question has never been an- 
swered.

J. N. Adams Memorial hos- 
pital at Perrysburg, N. Y., near 
Buffalo, has been using light ther- 
apy for a number of years. They 

borrowed many of their ideas from Rol- 
lier of Switzerland. While they have 
not had as wide a clinical experience as 
Rollier, they have treated several Ros: 
sand patients, and they have done far 
more laboratory research work on light 
than Rollier has done. ‘ 

Theirs is a tuberculosis hospital, and 
most of their cases have been cases of 
tuberculosis, but they have treated some 
pus infections and other infections with 
light. They have kept a very close and 
scientific record 6f the amount and in- 
tensity of sunlight, particularly wisater 
sunlight, at Perrysburg. They have 
made comparative studies of the qual- 
ity of sunlight in Colorado and some 
points in other western states with that 
at Perrysburg. They have compared sun- 
light passed through dry air with that 
through moist air; sunlight at high alti- 
tudes with that at low. 


~o 

Their experience has been that sun- 
light at Perrysburg is a better curative 
agent for tuberculosis than is the light 
of any lamp they have succeeded in 
making. The patients under sunlight do 
rather better than those under artificial 
light. In winter time the sunlight is 
not as abundant nor as good quality as 


they would like, but they get enough of 


it, and of good enough quality, to give 
results. The artificial light patients get 
only a two hour exposure daily, and 
there is about that much effective sun- 
light on the average. The lamps they 


/use give a light which, chemically and 


physically, is a duplicate of sunlight, 
or just as near as it can be made, 


Few people know that light is a mix- 


ture and that it is compounded, like 
other prescriptions. Their hope is that 
some day they may have a dozen or 
more prescriptions for different kinds of 
light. Maybe in that day we will order 
a rickets light, or a pneumococcus light, 
or a@ pus case light, or a tonic light, 
as we now order medicines in bottles.

THE SPEED OF TRAINS. 
Chicago, March 23.—I know of no better 
way to become convinced that our trains 
are unusually slow than by taking a 
trip to the northwest, or to either San 
Francisco or Los Angeles. The trip to 
the latter two cities has been cut down 


ours, and still the trains loaf along. 
This last month the speed was again 
increased so that the trip is now made 
on extra fare trains to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco in 61% hours. There is no 
discomfort experienced because of the 
speed in a trip on one of these so-called 
fast trains, 

The trip to the northwest is so slow 
that nothing short of the direst necessity 
would make me take the trip again. I 
understand that the trip to the north- 
west is going to be speeded up a bit so 
that the journey will take two hours less. 
That is quite conservative. 

It appears that the railroads have 
agreements to make the same time to the 
same points. one road has a good 
roadbed and the cars and locomotives are 
the last word in equipment, such a rail- 
road does not take advantage of its good 
roadbed and equipment because a com- 
peting road in weaker condition cannot 
do as well. Or, if one railroad has a 
shorter route to a particular point, its 
trains must idle along because some other 
competing railroad has a more circuitous 
route, 

The Great Northern is now building an 
eight mile tunnel in the mountains be- 
tween Spokane and Seattle, two miles 
longer than the famous Moffatt tunnel. 
This tunnel will be completed some time 
this fall, and on completion of this tun- 
nel about four ho can be cut off the 
present twelve hour trip from Spokane to 
Seattle. As I understand it, freight will 
go through in a hurry, but the human 
being may have to drag along at 20 miles 
an hour. 

Mr. Leech in one of his articles says 
the western railroads find that their fast 
trains do not hold traffic. I feel the 
answer lies in the fact that the time cut 
off in the trip to the coast is not suffi- 
cient to justify the extra fare in the 
case of most people. 

There is no question about the fact that 
a great many people do not go to the 
coast because the thought of sleeping 
three nights in succession on a train is 
viewed with horror. I will hazard a 
guess that if one-night were cut from 
the trip to the coast, the increase in 
traffic would more than compensate the 
roads for the extra cost in speeding up 
trains to such a point.

ISTHMIAN POLICY 


OF U.S. TO TEST 


Yanks Forced to Guard 


Foreign Lives. 


BY JOHN CLAYTON. 
{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 26.— 
There are two possible deep water 
routes for canals connecting the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans. One is 
across the isthmus of Panama, where 
the canal was opened in August, 1914. 
The other is across the isthmus of 
‘Nicaragua. 

The geography of Central America, 
which dictated the construction of a 
canal in one of these two places, if 
not in both, also dictated the policy of 
the United States in the Caribbean. 


Hayes Enunciated Canal Policy. 


The Monroe Doctrine, which notified 
other nations that the territories of 
the two Americas no longer were open 
to colonization by other powers, was 
not solely an expression of altruistic 
interest in the future of the nations 
coming into existence as the power of 
Spain in the new world waned. On the 
contrary, it was the documentation of 
a condition necessary for the future de- 
velopment of our young nation. 

That it was the purpose of our coun- 
try to go even further in the protec- 
tion of its vital interests in the Carib- 
bean was made known to the world in 
1880, when President Hayes, in a mes- 
sage to congress, declared: 

“The policy of this country is a 
canal under American control. An 
interoceanic canal across the Ameri- 
can isthmus will essentially change 
the geographical relations between the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts of the Unit- 
ed States and the rest of the world. 
“It will be a great ocean thoroughfare 
between our Atlantic and Pacific 
shores and virtually a part of the coast 
line of the United States. Our merely 
commercial interest is greater than 
that of all other countries, while its 
relations to our power and prosper- 
ity as a nation, to our means of de- 
fense, our united peace and safety, 
are matters of paramount concern to 
the people of the United States.” 

What Roosevelt Said. 

Mr. Roosevelt in 1905 said: 

“We cannot permanently adhere to 
the Monroe \Doctrine unless we suc- 
ceed in making it evident, in the first 
place, that we do not intend to treat 
it in any shape or way as an excuse 
for aggrandizement on our part at 
the expense of the republics to the 
south of us: second, that we do not 
intend to permit it to be used by any 
of these republics as a shield to pro- 
tect that republic from the conse- 
quences of its own misdeeds against 
foreign nations; third, that inasmuch 
as by this doctrine we prevent other 
‘nations from interfering on this side 
of the water, we shall ourselves in 
good faith try to help those of -our 
sister republics which need such help 
‘toward peace and order.” 

Col. Henry L. Stimson in his second 
book comments as follows: 

. “These sentences contain the gist 
of the situation. They also show the 
true character of the duty we have 
assumed. It is in no way an en- 
croachment upon the independence of 
Central American countries. On the 


poatrary, it contains the recognition 


~ 


ot and an assurance of that independ- 
nee, 

“ By “the Bryan-Chamorro treaty, 
ratified in 1916, Nicaragua granted: to 
the United States the permanent and 
exclusive right to construct such a 
canal. Any lodgement of a possible 
foreign influence upon the territory of 
Nicaragua would therefor in a double 
sense be perilous to the safety of the 
United States.”’ 

The present state of affairs in Nic- 


Isthmian policy of the United States, 
the genesis of which was contained 
in the Monroe Doctrine and elabor- 
ated by Mr. Hayes and Mr. Roose- 
velt. Faced with a serious disturb- 
ance of internal peace in Nicaragua, 
the United States was placed in the 
position of answering a challenge to 
the Monroe Doctrine and the Roose- 
veltian interpretation, and to our Isth- 
mian policy. Marines were landed. 
With the civil war deadlocked, Presi- 
dent Coolidge sent Col. Stimson to 
Nicaragua to report on the situation. 
Col. Stimson had not been long in 
Nicaragua before he was asked both 
by Conservatives and Liberals that the 
good offices of the United States be 
offered for mediation, and a personal 
invitation was sent President Coolidge 
to become arbitrator between the two 
parties. 

Both sides were anxious for peace, 
and an able exploitation of this desire 
brought an amicable settlement, under 
which the United States pledged itself 
to supervise the presidential elec- 
tions of 1928.

Twenty big industrial and transpor- 
tation consumers in Chicago use 45 
much electric current as over three 
quarters of a million household con- 
sumers, they use it more continuously 


-|and they get it at a vastly lower price. 
There are towns in America, where 
one industrial consumer uses more 
current than all the others, and there 
are some cases in which the big fel- 
low gets his current so close to cost 
that it takes some clever accounting 
to figure that he actually pays what 
it’s worth. 

Yet the people do not protest. The 
utilities have never had to exert them- 
selves to defend such rates, as they 
have had to present their case on 
other matters. , 


As a matter of fact, power companies 
are more popular im these days of 
varied rates than in the period in which 
they served nearly everybody with light 
at the same rate and had little other 
business. Traction companies have al- 
ways charged everybody the same fare 
and have had political grief all the 
When gas companies were il- 
luminators and had one lighting rate, 
they were less popular than they are 
today with low rates for the big indus- 
trial user and higher rat3s for the 
kitchen range. 

Why is this? 
in mass psychology. 

Mr. Henry L. Mencken’s 
school would tell us that envy is the 
great motive force of democracy. By 
all the rules of practical politics it 
would be useless to attempt to explain 
to the masses of the voters a complex 
technical and economic proposition such 
as the justification of electric rates low 
enough for the big fellow to encourage 
industry, high enough for the little fel- 
low to insure power company solvency. 
Here one would imagine there would be 
a great opportunity for the politician to 
dust off the old slogans of Liberty, 
Equality, and Fraternity and have at 
the octopus—but the American booboise 
can’t be hustled to the barricades on 
that issue, althowgh it has fought val- 
iant!7 for five cent fare when car rides 
cost a lot more than that to produce. 


Back of these puzzling inconsistencies 
of popular thinking and feeligg lies a 
very powerful social instinct — respect 
for the other fellow’'s job. 
habit is both the strength and weakness 
of trade unionism.

Washington, D. C., March 27-—) 


—A second proposal for the consoll- 


dation of three principal trunk line 
railroads in southwestern territory was 
presented today to the interstate com- 
merce commission. The Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas railroad sought the commis- 
sion’s approval for its acquisition of 
control of the Kansas City Southern 
and the St. Louis Sqpthwestern sys- 
tems, under an arrangement for trans- 
fer and purchase of stock. 

If authorized to proceed with the 
merger, the application said, the Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas company would un- 
dertake to treat short line railroads in 
its territory under such conditions as the 
commission might direct. 

The proposal brought forward would 
result in a fusion of the three railroads 
along: a somewhat different line than 
that suggestéd two years ago by L. F. 
Loree and his associates, which met with 
the commission’s disapprovat. 

The first merger project called for the 
amalgamation of the three roads under 
the leadership of the Kansas City South- 
ern. The plan today called for the sale 
by the Kansas City Southern of 330,900 
shares of Missouri-Kansas-Texas stock 
which it now owns. The Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas thereafter proposes to acquire 
210,000 shares of Kansas City Southern 
preferred, and 299,599 shares of Kansas 
City Southern common, giving in ex- 
change new stock of the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas. 


WESTERN UNION

AT $84,995,384 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—/)— 
Property of the Western Union Telegraph 
company located within the United 
States was tentatively valued today by 
the interstate commerce commission as 
of June, 1919, at $84,995,384. The com-

The commission’s. total valuation ex- 
cluded any reference to the submarine 
cable system of the Western Union.com-

“ Before the commission announces its 
finding of final value hearings will be 
held,” the statement said. “The com- 
pany will present evidence in support of 
its claims after which judicial review 
is still available to the company if its 
property rights are not justly recognized 
by the commission.”

An Emergency Dessert. 


One correspondent has been asking 
me for a list of emergency foods and 
I have answered that any woman’s

HAYNES URGES 
CONGRESS BOOST 
BARGE CAPITAL 


Chicago N wide Lines to 
Get Coast Trade. 


Washington, D. C., March 27:—[Spe 
cial.] — Immediate approval of the 
Denison bill, adding $10,000,000 to the 
capitalization of the Inland Water. 
ways corporation for the extension 
of the government’s barge line service 
on the Mississippi and tributagg wa- 
ters, was urged before the house in- 
terstate commerce committee today 
by J. P. Haynes, traffic director of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce. 

Attorney Cornelius P. Lynde, ap- 
pearing for the Chicago association, 
and nearly a score of other witnesses 
from Minneapolis, St. Louis, Kansas 
City, and other cities, told the commit- 
tee that immediate expansion of the 
barge service was essential for ths 
well being of the middle west. Ex. 
tension of government barge service 
to the Illinois and Missouri rivers was 
urged.
